Ford 
To Lay Off 
40,000 


DETROIT, Nov. 26.—(4)—Gen- 
eral Motors Corporation Monday 
night refused to re-enter discus- 
sions with the United® Auto 
Workers (CIO) on wage issues 
that have idled 225,000 GM em- 
ployes. 

“Unless you are now prepared 
to modify your unreasonable wage 
demands ... we do not think 
that anything can be gained by 


further discussions ... with your 
union at this time,” the company 
declared. 

GM’s curt reply came less thdn 
24 hours after Walter Reuther, 
UAW vice president, asked GM 
to resume negotiations on the 30 
per cent wage rate increase 
sue. Reuther also asked that press 
and radio men be admitted to the 
proposed session. 


225,000 OUT 

The number of idle in the 
strike of the United Auto Work- 
ers against the corporation had 
risen to 225,000 as additional sal- 
aried employes were kept from 
their jobs. 

The figures were contained in a 
eompany estimate as the work 
stoppage in 51 cities stemming 
from a 30 per cent wage increase 
demand ended in its sixth day. 

Meanwhile, another 40,000 work- 
ers employed by the Ford Motor 
Company in the Detroit area faced 
temporary layoffs this week oc- 
easioned, the company said, by 
shortages of parts for automobiles 
and trucks. 

M. L. Bricker, Ford vice presi- 
dent in charge of manufacturing, 
aid the GM dispute was in no way 
responsible for the shortages, that 
strikes in plants of 15 Ford sup- 
pliers and lack of manpower in. 
others had prevented parts out- 
put from reaching required levels. 
FORD PLANTS CLOSING 

Some operations of the com- 

any'’s Rouge plant and several 

ydro plants will close Tuesday 

night and others Wednesday 
night, Bricker said, with all de- 
partments scheduled to reopen 
next Monday. He said assembly 
line operations and branch plants 
would not be affected. 

Reinforced picket lines appeared 
at most of the struck General Mo- 
tors plants today, and GM 
spokesmen estimated about 50,000 
of the 73,000 salaried employes 
were prevented from entering the 
offices. 

In Detroit, pickets ringed the 
GM research garage where many 
corporation executives park their 
cars, and some officials’ turned 
away to other parking areas. 
Among those permitted to enter, 
however, were C. E. Wilson, GM 
president, and Harry W. Ander- 
son, vice president in charge of 
personnel. 

‘FREE DISCUSSION’ 

Wilson and Anderson delayed 
any response today to a new pro- 
posal by the UAW-CIO for pub- 
lic negotiations on wage issues 
before federal conciliators. In a 
telegram last night Walter P. 
Reuther, union vice president, 
suggested resumption of wage ne- 
gotiations which had recessed be- 
fore the _ strike started last 
Wednesday, and said he believed 
“the public interest can best be 
served by free and fair public 
discussion of the issues.”

Japan’s leaders, with their con- 
trolled press and easily molded 
public opinion, could have _ ac-

Grew declared, and turned it into 
a “great diplomatic victory” for 
home consumption—if ‘they had 
wanted peace.

Tunnell, in reply, declared he 
had only called attention to “a 
concerted movement to insinuate 
that the Army or Navy or Presi- 
dent Roosevelt was responsible for 
the war.”

“NO ULTIMATUM” 

Grew related that Japenese of- 
ficials held up for 10 hours the de- 
livery to him of President Roose- 
velt’s last-minute peace appeal to 
Emperor Hirohito. He did not 
know, he said, whether the em- 
peror ever actually saw it. 

He also declared that the Ameri- 
can note which Nipponese leaders 
later described as an “ultimatum” 
was kept secret from the Japanese 
people. 

In an hour in the witness chair, 
the aged and ailing Hull upheld 
in pungent language the course 
and actions he and President 
Roosevelt took in the critical 
months before the sneak raid Dec. 
7, 1941, plunged this country into 
war. 

With irritation in his voice, he 
declared that this 10-point note of 
Nov. 26, presenting counterpro- 
posals to Japan’s demands, was 
not an “ultimatum” and had been 
subjected to “misrepresentation” 
and “ignorant interpretation.”

Flood Curb 
Projects 
Blocked 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Nov. 26. 
(P)}—Flood control work in- Geor- 
gia, estimated to cost $4,200,000, 
was shelved when the House Ap- 
propriations Committee omitted 
the $128,475,000 appropriation rec- 
ommended by President Truman. 

Among the projects tabled Mon- 
day by the committee were the 
Clark Hill reservoir on the Sa- 
vannah river, north gf Augusta, 
$1,000,000; the Allatoona reservoir, 
$3,000,000, and the Rossville, Ga., 
and Chattanooga, Tenn., reservoir, 
$200,000. 

It will be July before appropria- 
tions for these projects can again 
be brought before the committee. 

Budget estimates for reclama- 
tion were slashed. The President 
requested $80,600,000. The bill 
carried $63,200,000. 

PROJECTS SAVED 

The House Appropriations Com- 
mittee said, however, that the rec- 
lamation fund would be ample 
for important projects in the west. 
But the committee ruled against 
use of the fund for transmission 
lines to serve prospective pur- 
chasers. 

Regarding the proposed expen- 
diture on navigation and flood 
control, the committee said: 

“The committee believes that 
a number of _ the

It recalled the Roosevelt-Stalin- 
Churchill Tehran declaration 
which pledged the Big Three gov- 
ernments to respect the “inde- 
pendence, sovereignty and terri- 
toria] integrity of Iran.” 

The U. S. view is that this 
pledge permits Iran to move its 
armed forces about the country 
as deemed necessary without in- 
terference, the note said. It added

CHELAN, Wash., Nov. 26.—(UP) 
A rural school bus, pushing 
through a blinding snowstorm 
with 22 children and a ranch wife 
as passengers, Monday plunged 
from a mountain highway into the 
icy waters of Lake Chelan and 
sank 65 feet to the bottom, drown- 
ing 16 of the students and the bus 
driver. 

The heroic action of Mrs. Elenna 
Brown, the lone adult passenger, 
saved six other children. As the 
bus landed on the lake bottom and 
rolled over, she grabbed the chil- 
dren nearest her and shoved them 
through a broken window. Then, 
choking and fighting, she pushed 
herself through the window and 
floated to the surface. 

LAKE DRAGGED 

She helped the children swim 
to shore and, as she lost con- 
sciousness, was herself dragged 
from the lake by two motorists 
who had seen the bus fall into the 
lake. One 13-year-old boy, Ronne 
Ayers, managed to free himself 
from the bus, but he drowned be- 
fore he could reach shore. 

Officers of the state highway 
patrol dragged the deep lake for 
six hours before they located the 
bus. Then divers, outfitted with 
deep sea diving equipment, were 


lowered to the lake bottom where 
they found the bodies of Jack 


Randall, 26, the driver, and 15 chil- 
dren trapped inside the bus. 

Six rural families lost two chil- 
dren each in the tragedy. Early 
Monday night all but one of the 
victims had been identified. 
FRANTIC PARENTS 

Randall was driving through a 
driving snowstorm on the first 
part of the 25-mile trip to the 
creek school when the bus ran into 
a boulder which had fallen onto 
the highway. The bus swerved 
off the highway over a 15-foot em- 
bankment and into the lake, plum- 
meting to the bottom. 

The bus was making its daily 
rounds of the scattered ranches, 
collecting children to take them to 
school. It had not yet completed

A SIDELIGHT 


E tick of the telegraph key in 

The Milwaukee Road station at 
Hanford, Washington, broke the 
between-trains quiet of a February 
day in 1943. Over the wire came a 
message that caused the agent on 
this peaceful branch line to doubt 
his ears. And little wonder! For the 
government was asking that the six 
hundred families of the Hanford 
and White Bluffs communities be 
moved up the tracks—lock, stock 


and barrel. 


Now, at last, the story may be 
told. The flash to Hanford was only 
the beginning. Government removal 
orders finally resulted in the aban- 
donment of 600 square miles of lend 
in the Priest Rapids and Richland 
areas of the Columbia River Valley. 
More than 1,800 families, with their 


goods and chattels, were re-located 
by The Milwaukee Railroad's Agri- 
eultural Development Department 
and other agencies. 


So the way was cleared for what 
was orginally called the “Hanford 
Project.” The vast extent of this 
project may be gauged through the 
fact that between April 1, 1943, and 
July 31, 1945, The Milwaukee Road 
delivered 41,633 carloads of freight 
... equal to a freight train 350 miles 
long ... at re-located Hanford. 


Most of the scientific equipment 
and industrial material was hauled 
westward over the electrified route 
of The Milwaukee Road, through 
the ranges of the Rockies, and then 
into the Saddle Mountains that flank 
the Cascades on the east. From 
Beverly, Washington, on the main 
line, a steady stream of oddly assort- 
ed freight moved twenty-one miles 
down the branch to Hanford, where 
it was delivered to a short-line rail- 
road operated by the government 
in the restricted area. 


Few indeed, other than The Mil- 
waukee Road men who operated the 
heavy freight trains, had any knowl- 
edge of the magnitude of the devel- 
opment that was under way. The 


production of a new weapon, the 
impact of which would smash all 
existing concepts of war and peace, 
was a well guarded secret. 


Only America’s railroads had the 
capacity and flexibility which en- 
abled the government, science and 
industry to marshall the nation’s 
resources anywhere, in any quan- 
tity, for any undertaking, no matter 
how gigantic.

The SBAC said British industry 
had orders for more than 10,000

In this country the Navy’s air- 
craft purchasing program calls for 
1,988 planes by July, 1947, while 
the Army Air Forces have project- 
ed a procurement schedule calling 
for 3,120 new planes by July, 1948. 
Together they bought 96,369 air- 
planes in 1944, but some of those 
went to lend-lease countries.

The United States, with sufficient syn- 
thetic production to get along easily with 
comparatively small crude rubber imports, 
seems to be in a highly desirable strategic 
position when its rubber representatives 
seek to hold down both the price and rate 
of production on crude rubber.

On the other hand, the British and 
Dutch rubber interests seek larger con- 
sumption of crude rubber, even to provid- 
ing a market for those marginal produc- 
tion areas, and a higher price for their 
product than 20 cents. 


It looks rather as though an economic 
war between crude and synthetic rubber 
is developing. Which should, in the mat- 
ter of costs, redound to the benefit of the 
ultimate consumer.

‘Pathos of Life 
Worse ‘Than Tragedy 


Ellen Glasgow died the other day in Rich- 
mond, Va. She had been born in the same house 
in which death came to her. Her life span had 

endured 71 years. 

In many respects she was one of the great southerners. There 
are those in iron and brass on pedestals of marble here and there 
in parks and squares whose contribution was negligible in com- 
parison, 

Until she began to write, the literate south was following an 
old pre-Civil War pattern. As it had gotten its silver, its linens, its 
Madeira, and even some of the bricks to build its houses, from 
Europe—so did it get its literature. 

After the Civil War the south turned to escapist literature. Per- 
haps this was what the eastern publishers demanded and got. But, 
at any rate, it was then the magnolia and honeysuckle literature 
flourished like the green bay tree. Every southern house had been 
a mansion with Little Evas and Uncle Toms. Banjos and mint 
juleps tinkled on every veranda and slaves sang melodies beneath

, great yellow moons. set in starry heavens. 


It was not literature. It pined for a day that never was. It 
glorified as a generality a civilization that never was except in one 
or two small areas in the great, vast south where by 1840 much 
of the land of Virginia and South Carolina was worn by bad farm 
practices in tobacco and cotton. The great exodus to the Indian 
states of Mississippi and Texas began at that time, only 20 years 
before the war was to come. 


It would be interesting to know what drove this frail 
Glasgow young girl to write. She was not lacking in money, 
She did not need to earn more. She would never have lacked a 
comfort she knew had she written no line at all. She said it was 
an unconquerable impulse. And that explanation will do. 
Whatever it was, she did write. She produced 13 novels, which 
contain some of the best prose written in this country, a collection 
of essays distinguished in character, and an autobiography yet to 
be published. 
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She set forth, clad in the very strong armor of truth and courage, | 


to cut away the sweet and cloying jungle nostalgia for a never- 
never land, which had choked all life and inspiration in the south’s 
writing and culture. 

Hers was the literature of truth and searching. 

The literature of revolt was to follow her, containing explosive 
exaggerations and violence. 

She wrote of Virginia as she saw it. It was love and pride 
in her state and the south which led her to write as she saw it. 

Her writings aroused, of course, much indignation. She had 
fouled her own nest: she was not “true” to the traditions of the 
south; she was writing for Yankee money; she was disloyal; she 
overlooked the good and wrote the bad... and so on, ad nauseum. 


One of the great tragedies is that anyone writing truthfully 
today, as she or he sees it, must be subject to the usual tirades 
from those who, from ignorance or greed, resent any criticism of 
the south. They never understand that one may love a section so 
much it is impossible not to try and rid it of the ugly, evil bonds 
that hold it back. 

So she wrote, as she said, out of the knowledge gained from what 
she saw, “that the pathos of life is worse than the tragedy.” Again, 
she says in an essay, “I have not, anywhere, discovered a reason 
to deny Thoreau’s profound saying, ‘The mass of men lead lives of 


quiet desperation.’ ” 

Because she wrote out of this viewpoint 
The Raw School and knowledge, she had no patience with 
the raw, four-letter word school of so-called realism. Of it she said: 

“One may admit,” she declared, “that the southern states have 
more thar an equal share of degeneracy and deterioration; but the 
multitude of halfwits and whole idiots, and nymphomaniacs, and 
paranoiacs and rakehells in general that populate the modern lit- 
erary south could flourish nowhere but in the weird pages of melo- 
drama. There is no harm in the fashion, one surmises, until it 
poses as realism. It may be magnificent, indeed, but it is not 
realism, and it is not particularly southern.” 

This type of writing, “the literature of revolt,” is not without 
its truths, as she properly says. For all the abuse heaped on

The Missing Link 
In Pearl Harbor Case 


W ASHINGTON.—It is an interesting coinci- 

dence that on the same day former Secretary of 

State Hull was testifying before the Pear! Harbor 

investigating committee on events leading up to the war with Japan 

another highly significant document bearing on the same subject 

was introduced in the trial of Nazi war criminals at Nuernberg, 
Germany. 

Mr. Hull’s maior thesis in his testimony before the committee 
was that the Japanese militarists were so bent on a program of 
world conquest that nothing short of complete capitulation on our 
part could have stopped them, 

At the Nuernberg trials there were placed in the record cap- 
tured German documents and confidential files reporting on a secret 
conference between Hitler and the then Japanese Foreign Minister 
Matsuoka. 

These documents, according to the New York Times, proved 
conclusively that a preliminary pact had been concluded between 
Hitler and Matsuoka in February of 1941 by which the Japanese 
were to attack the United States as soon as plans could be com- 
pleted. 

“Utter secrecy was agreed on between the two,” the Times went 
on to say, “and Hitler acceded to Matsuoka’s request that Germany 
provide to this end the results of the latest technical experiences 
from the war to that date, which was desired by the Japanese 
military commission.” 

Here, it would seem, we have the missing link to the Pacific 
war chain of events. 

The secret German documents give support to everything Mr. 
Hull had to say. 


ran f : The war in the Pacific, it appears, had its 
Origin in Berlin origin in Berlin no less than in Tokyo. Hit- 
ler is disclosed as the instigator on equal terms with the warlords 
of Japan, 

Many of us had suspected that from the beginning. The evi- 
dence seemed all but irrefutable. First there was the tripartite 
pact between the Axis aggressors—Germany, Italy and Japan. 
Fach agreed to come to the defense of the other in case of war, 
save only as regards Russia. 

Then came the action of Germany after the Jap attack on Pearl 
Harbor. Three days after our declaration of war on Japan the Axis 
nations of Europe followed with a declaration of war on us. 

Thus there was every indication of a concert of action by the 
Axis powers. The Nuernberg documents tend to prove this con- 
clusively, as the New York Times says. 

The purpose of it all was to tie our hands against giving further 
aid to the British and the Russians, who by then had also been 
invaded. Hitler evidently lent himself to the conspiracy with the 
idea that the Japanese would be able to keep us engaged to the 
point where our force would not be felt in Europe. 

After finishing off the Russians and the British, the program 
was to turn the full force of the Axis powers on the United States. 
They were confident of being able to bring us to terms in time. 
Thereafter the world was to be divided among them, with Berlin 


to be the center of the new order. 

Mr. Hull was not without knowledge of this 
Hull Not Fooled grand conspiracy at the time of his negotia- 
tions with the Jap peace envoys. Long before Pear! Harbor we 
had intercepted highly confidential coded messages between Tokyo 
and Berlin telling of the Japanese-German. war conspiracy invoiv- 
ing us. We knew pretty well what they were about. 

For that reason our negotiations with the phony peace envoys 
were never projected on a serious plane, except in that we were 
stalling for time—time in which to bolster up our defenses. 

The facts related by Mr. Hull before the Pearl Harbor inves- 
tigating committee take on added historical significance in the lhght 
of the secret German files introduced at the Nuernberg trials. 

They show that the framework for the Pearl Harbor attack was 
laid at Berlin nearly ten months before the Japs struck.

Mom Expects You to Help at Home? 
Be Smart and Learn Housekeeping 


If you go out for all the doings at school, your schedule’s pretty 
crowded. There just aren’t enough hours in the day to do the 
things you want to do. You’re breathless with the merry-go-round. 
Classes at school, basketball practice, music lessons and all that 
homework. In between, you sandwich what dates you can scrounge 
and club meetings with the girls. And on top of it all your mother 
expects you to help at home! Horestly, you wail, you’re much too 
busy! 

Mothers have a way of putting on the thumb screws—no matter 
what you have on your mind. When you're the busiest you have to 
wash the dishes, clean up your room or dash off to the store for a 

3 last-minute quart of mlik. You have to mend 
your socks, press your skirts and give a hand 
with the baby. You have your own life to lead 
—but you think your mother doesn’t care about 
that! 

It’s because mothers care so much that they 
give you home duties. Some day, your mother 
figures, you'll be all finished with growing up. 
You’ll be married with a home to run and babies 
to raise. And somewhere between now and then 
you've got to learn how! 

The hours you spend in Home Ec., turning 
a French seam or making hot chocolate, aren’t 
enough. The main job of teaching you falls on 
your mother. And if she’s a good cook, you will be too. If she’s 
a tidy housekeeper you’ll be tidy. Keeping house is something 
you learn by doing. Your mother can tell you how to scrub 
a floor, but until you get your own hands in a pail of sudsy water, 
it’s just talk. There’s an art to making a window gleam and sparkle, 
turning out a cheese souffle, or knitting a cardigan. And knowing 
how to do all those things is part of your job as a girl child.

And Skin as 


You Slenderize

If you wish to wind up a slim- 
ming program looking and feeling 
a good five years younger, pro- 
tect your vitality and your skin 
as you lose weight. 

It’s skin contraction that plays 
the beauty role in any slimming 
program, There are a couple of 
factors which determine the rate 
at which you can lose beautifully. 
If you have been considerably 
overweight for more years than 
you can recall offhand, naturally 
the skin has been stretched. Then 
it’s only reasonable to expect to 
reduce at a leisurely rate to allow 
skin contraction to keep pace 
with the loss in fatty tissue. One 
pound a week is fast enough to 
lose, That may seem a bit slow, 
but it’s 52 pounds in a year . 
if you need to go that far. 

If you tend to lose weight in the 
face, and reducing “shows in your 
face,” keep the calories fairly 
high, from 1,200 to 1,400 a day, 
include an abundance of the pro- 
tective foods, and follow through 
with a spot of daily exercise. 
There isn’t much fat on the face, 
so you won't actually lose much 


there, But on an inadequate diet 
your face will show strain. Much 
of that “reduced look” is strain. 
It’s so unnecessary and very fool- 
ish. After all, you’re reducing to 
look lovelier. 

If your diet contains an abun- 
dance of everything but calories, 
there will be no strain and no “re- 
duced look.” A good plan is to 
start the day with a glass of but- 
termilk before breakfast. It’s a 
tonic. Then in the day’s meals 
include two fresh fruits, always 
oranges or grapefruit; two or three 
cooked vegetabels, always one a 


'green leafy or yellow for vitamin 


A and iron, so important to the 
health of the skin; a raw vege- 
table for more vitamins and bulk; 
whole grain bread or cereal for 
B vitamins;.an egg or two, a sec- 
ond glass of buttermilk and a lib- 
eral serving of lean meat or fish 
for minerals and tissue-repairing 
protein. You’ll look and feel won- 
derful because those foods pro- 
vide the materials that promote a 
feeling of exuberance. 

Back to the skin. Regular exer- 
cise helps to replace lost fat with 
good, firm muscle tissue. That 
prevents flabbiness. Exercise also 
improves the circulation and the 
skin is better nourished. It’s good 
food plus exercise that nourishes 
the skin . ,. it’s not “skin creams.” 

Massage is another tonic for 
skin and muscles. But massage 
isn’t reducing if you eat your full 
share of calories. 

Fresh air is an excellent skin 
tonic. It tones the skin and the 
superficial muscles. Cold water 
acts as an astringent. Splash cold 
water over your face and throat 
morning and night, 


With bedtime coming soon at 
7:30 or 8 there still must be time 
allowed for a bath.
